NOTES. 

1. The statement of Revenue is based on the amounts actually collected iu Ireland in 1892-93 ; bnt, in orde’’ 
to arrive at Ireland’s true Revenue, the Customs and Excise have been so adjusted as to make allowance for the 
duties paid in Ireland on articles consumed in Great Britain, and rice versa. 

2. According to the Return presented by Sir J. Ilibbert in February last (No. 91 of 1893) in explanation of the 
Irish Balance Sheet given by Mr. Gladstone, the Excise Revenue reckoned to be due to Ireland in 1892-93 was 



estimated as follows : —

is mainly due to tiie error of computing the Revenue derived from Excise spirits consumed in Ireland. (For 
explanation, see Bouse of Commons Paper No. 248 of 1893). But apart from this error, the figures given by Mr. 
Gladstone, based us they were on the estimated receipts of 1892-93, necessarily underwent some alterations when 
the actual receipts for the year became known. 

3. The figures of Expenditure for 1892-93 which wore given by Mr. Gladstone on the 11th February last, and 
were explained in Sir J. Hibbert’s Return, were at that time necessarily based on Estimates. The figures in 
the above Balance Sheet represents the actual Expenditure in Ireland in 1892-93. 

4. As the collection of all Revenue will remain unaltered, the charge of collecting the Irish portion does not 
appear in the new Irish Balance Sheet. 

5. The Postal Expenditure of Ireland is set against the Postal Revenue of Ireland, and the Irish Exchequer is 
only debited with the deficiency. 
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
